MR. MORRISON, FATHER OF LAW- 


YER MORRISON, DECEASED. 


Be Was a MUD of Ability, Good Judgment 


-^a'ud Charitable. 


John.Morrison, one of this city's prom- 


inent- men and oldest residents, died at his 
home In the Highlands yesterday aftor- 
noon. 
For more than one half a century 


he lias resided in this city, daring that 
time he 1ms established a business stand- 
ing for himself in the community. 
He 


was 74 yen rs of age and was the father of 
lion. 
John H. Morrison. 
With 
his 


brother, Hugh, who Is now deail, he con- 
duutud the largest rti.il nstatc business in 
UIP city and handled large properties 
in 


different sections. 


Nearly all the land on which tho Boston 


it Maine station on Central stniet stands 
was'owned by Mr. Morrison, and his con- 
test, with the city of 
JjOiTell Immediately 


after the sale of this land rnatlo him known 
by reputation at least by about every rest- 
dent in the city. 


Some buildings stood on the land and 


he was determined to move them to South 
street. 


The city council refused him a permit, 


but, he wi:nt ahead and did the work. 
A. 


lonrr hearing In 
Lha courts followed', and 


Afr. Morrison won his case and recovered 
a considerable amount in damages from 
the city. 


He was a man of exceptionally pood 


habits and his proud boast uras that never 
bad be tasted intoxicating liquors or us<ul 
tobacco. 
His standing in the community 


was excellent, and his advice on certain 
matters was solicited by business men. 


He was inclined to literature and dis- 


played unusual ability as a poet. 
A book 


of his poems was compiled and published. 


To him the Catholic people of North 


Chelmsford are indebted as the founder of 
their church in 13fi3, which he purchased 
by auction when it stood ou the site now 
occupied by the Arlln housu, so called in 
Middlesex village, and which he removed 
to 
North Clielmsford, 
n.nd 
although 


offered 
several thousand 
dollard 
ad- 


vance 
by 
those 
opposed 
to 
the 


erection ot a Catholic church In that town, 
(Declined to accept the offuf, arTd pave it to 
the Catholics of that town for a much 
smaller sum than he paid for It., and lib- 
erally assisted in its erection.

act. a Tote of thanks is recorded on

records of the church, and the fact is 
also recorded in the recent history of the 
Catholic,churc1i in this diocese.

have to make BO many contradictory and 
preposterous twistB. Tho truth is that 
American manufacturers got ahead of 
their English rivals and secured last 
spring large blocks of foreign wools be- 
fore the Englishmen were aware of it. 
And DOW the latter have difficulty in 
.getting tho raw material they require 
and are paying higher prices. 


This oiplains tho largo importations 


of wool in the spring and summer of 
this year, with tho increased sales o{ 
domestic wool at tho present time, in- 
clading considerable amounts for expor- 
tation. 
Relieved of tariff restrictions, 


onr manufacturers aro enabled to buy 
their material at the most favorable 
rales, and oar wool growers in turn aro 
enabled to sell in the best market. 
There is no mystery about it. While the 
change necessarily made some disturb- 
ance at first it is evident that in tho 
long run both parties must be benefited 
and that the arguments for the McKin- 
ley duties based on the course of the 
wool market aro utterly fallacious and 
absurd. — Philadelphia Times.
